It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  special  meeting  of  the 
School  District,  held  in  November,  1926,  your  committee  told 
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the  voters  that  the  State  would  allow  as  much  aid  toward 
running-  the  Stark  School  as  it  would  cost  to  transfer  the 
children  to  the  Emerson  school  and  that  all  costs  beyond 
that  amount  must  be  paid  by  the  town.  The  cost  of  running 
the  school  will  be  $436  more  than  it  would  have  cost  to  trans- 
port the  Spaulding  and  Hand  children  to  the  Emerson  school. 
You  will  see  from  the  above  table  that,  if  we  make  the  usual 
appropriations  this  year  we  will  be  approximately  $504.00 
short  of  enough  to  pay  our  bills.  About  $100  is  being  used 
transporting  a  new  pupil  from  the  Sullivan  farm  at  Crystal. 
This  amount  will  be  returned  by  the  State  in  1928  but  that 
will  not  help  us  on  next  year.  A  special  appropriation  of 
$500  should  be  made  this  year  to  cover  the  additional  cost 
of  running  the  Stark  School  and  the  unexpected  transporta- 
tion at  Crystal.
